THE NEW TARIFF ACT, 


From ihe Montreal Gaxeiie. 

Now that this Act has passed both 
Tousés we copy from it the schedule of du- 
ties. Each item is alphabetically arranged 
among its class. 

The fifth section recites that the practice 
which has hitherto prevailed of allowing 
agents, clerks and other parties, to make 
oaths and pass entries, has resulted in the 
injury of she revenue and the fair trader,— 
As the following clause of thie section is 
inportant, wo give i 


‘ Heveafter, po person other than the own- 


er, consignee orimporicr of the goods of | 


which eniry is to be made, shall be allowed to 
tnke eny oath of affirmation, unless there be 


, 0 declaration by ihe owner, consignee or 
imporier of the said goods, (or his legal repre- 
seviative under section ten of 12 Vic. ¢. 1,) to 
the same effect os the onth or affirmoiion, 
(adapting the form and words .o the case.) dis- 
sinctly refor to he Invoice presented with 
such Bill of Ratry, and signed fy such owner, 
importer or consignee, (or his legal represen- 
tntive,) cither in presence of the agent making 
the eniry, who shall attest the siguature, or of 
some Justice of the Peace or Noiary Pablic, 
Whio shall vivest the sare; and such declera- 
tion shall be kep! by. che Collector, who may 
de.ach cbe same from the Invoice, if the laiter 
be annexed thereto and be not le&t with him; 
and for ony wilfully false stacement fn such 
declaration, the person making the same shall 
incor ihe same penoky as if ic were made in 
we odthornflirmevion. Provided always, that 
such written declaroion may be dispensed 
with under (he order of the Governor jn Coun- 
ci], whe ¢ it may be deemed ndyisable in ihe 
in.crests of Commerce, io dispense therewith,” 

Another clouse of bis section provides that 
the Governor in Council may subsiituic new 
forms of ooths or affirmations. 

The seventh scciion provides for landing 
goods from s'eamers o¢ other vessels in transit 
xo other poris before eutry is made, to be im- 
mediacely stored in sefferance warehouses or 
wharves \o be appointed by the Governor in 
Covneil. 

The eighth seci’on repeals part of proviso 
to sec, 10 of 10 & 11 Vie, Cap. 31, which 

ives ihe collector or other cusioms officer a 
discrevionary power to exiend the time for 
goods rematning ia warehouses more than two 

errs, 

The ninth section grants a drawback upon 
exporiotlon from this Province of any articles 
monufaciured therein out of materials imporied 
into it, and upon which any duiy of customs

colleague, Nothing whatever lad oceur-| 
ted to show that the people of the place | 
Were animated with any extraordinary sen- 
timent of hostility towards the Christian | 
inhabitants. Tho’ officers of the 
had made excursions in the vicinity of the 
town, and never once met with the slight- 
jest molestation or insult, and even on the 
\ ¥ery evening of the outbreak several had 
been walking about in the bazzars until 
near sunset without the least apparent sym- 
poms of the approaching storm. This 
| was on the 15th ult. In thoevening a few 
j persons—Grock residents of the town— 
| came swiming off to the ship, and stated 
| that disturbances had arisen, and that they 
feared a conspiracy had been entered into 
against the Christian inhabitants. Every- 
thing, however, continued in appearance 
perfecly quiet; not a shot nora cry was 
heard, though the savage work had even 
then already commenced ; but the assassins 
| had taken the precaution to use cold steel 
falone. The English Consulate was the first 
} point of attack, and Mr. Page, the acting 
} Consul, must have fallen under the blows 
of a crowd of ruffians who followed up 
the murder by sacking the louse and tear 
ing down the flag. ‘The unfortunate man's 
body when found was literally hacked to 
pieces. 

Maddened wilh excitement the mob ap- 
pears next to lave poured down upon the 
house of the French Consul M. Veillard— 
Here, however, the Kaimakem, or governor 
of the town made some feeble attempt to 
interpose; the force at his disposal 
amounted to only 80 men, and, whatever 
efforts they may have used, they did not 
suceced in saving the life of either the Con- 
sul or his wife. Both were murdered, and 
their daughter alone—a young Jady who, 
though under 20 years of age appears to 
lave possessed the spirit of a heroine—was 
rescued from the hands of the assassins, 
aud coyered with an Arab cloak she was 
carried to the louse of the Kaimakam.—

TO PLOUGILIN CLOVE 

Those who have undertaken to plough 
in green crops know the difficulty often- 
times attending the operation, on account 
of the liability of the plough being clogged, 
and the vegetable matter been left uncover 
ed.» A correspondent of the American 
Farmer gives the following description of 
a contrivance he lias adopted to auswer the 
purpose comple! 

Saw off a block from some hard, durable, 
aff heavy wood; say abont ten inches long 
and three or four in diameter; then takes 
piece of trace cahin, about three long, 
confine one end of the block, by driving a 
small staple in the end, having first passed 
| through a linkof tho chain. Point the other 
end of the block, and attach a larger chain 
in the same manner to that. Tio the short 
chain (attached to the square end of the 
block, to the rod which passes through the 
mould board and beatin of the plongh, by 
wrapping it around the beam at that place ; 
drop the block in the bottom of a furrow 
which has already been opened, (of course 


| clevis ;—be sure that you have both chains 
| just tight enough to permit the block ts lie 
in the furrow; allow no slack. The short 
chain gathors the clover, weeds, &e., and 
bends them down ; the weight of the block

My little place is 
in Winnagance. I paid $1,715 for my land 
(15 acres ) in cash, aud L wish I could pur- 
chase ten acresat the samerate, But there 
is none for sale near me. I can make it 
pay well to pay $100 an acre for Innd to 
1 On; other people may say what they 
please about it.’ We have no doubt that 
land in the neighborhood of our large towns 
and citties where there is a ready cash mar 
ket, can be made to pay well at the cost of 
$100 per acre. f our coinmerce and 
manufactures would be so encouraged hy 
the government (which we snppose would 
be unconstitutional !) as to build up villa- 
ges and cities all cver the State (and we 
lave good harbors and water power enough 
for this purpose), that would be the surest 
way of encouraging agriculture and of in- 
creasing the value of farms in every part 
of Maine, —Rural Intelligencer.

TORONTO—FIRE LAST NIGHT, 


GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY, 


About eleven o'clock last night a most 
disastrous fire broke out in the rear of some 
frame buildings at the corner of Victorin 
and Adelade Streets, head of Toronto street. 
Little danger was at first apprehended by 
our citizens, but the rapidity with which the 
flames spread, and the lurid glare they 
threw around, soon showed that an exten 
sive fire was raging. The shop of Mr. 
Nicols seems to have been the place at 
which the fire first broke out. With the 
exception of a brick building occupied by 
Mr. Calloway, the houses about were built 
of wood, which, together with some exten- 
sive stabling belonging to and used by Mr. 
Mink, offered a ready food for the flames 
The firemen were soon upon the ground 
and itis well they were, or to this sufliei- 
ently great disaster would have been added 
the loss of liuman life. The flames spread. 
so rapidly that before Mr, Calloway was 
aroused, his chamber was on fire, and it 
was with the greatest difficulty he escaped. 
His wife jumped out of bed, and witheut 
Stopping to put on any clothes, took refuge 
on the cornice under her bed-room window, 
from whieh, by the united efforts of her 
husband and the firemen, she was rescued,

These poor people, all of 
them in their nightdresses were wander- 
ing about the streets in the greatest dis- 
tress, while their property was either being 
consu:ned by fire, or destroyed in the hurry 
of vemoval, Sixteen horses, three omni- 
busses and several sleighs were taken from 
the stables of Mr. Mink. A number of 
cows belonging to the varions people were 
also rescued, 400 worth of sleighs which 
had been taken possession of by the Sheriff, 
and by him stored on Mr. Mink’s premises, 
were destroyed. Many of the boarders in 
the Mansion Louse, and at Mr. Tarkin’s 
lost all their property. Mr. Callaway ix 
howevor, tho greatest sufferer, Lis stovk 
is stated as being worth about $10,000 
and whit adds to lis loss is tho fiet that 
his books were destroyed with the remain- 
der of his property, Tis insurance amounts 
to $2,500 in various offices.

THE FRAZER RIVER MINES, 

The steamship St Louis, which arrived at 
New York on Wednesday, from California, 
brought 275 passengers” and $1,826,000 
treasure, of which about $1,500,000 were 
destined for New York, the remainder being 
for Europe. Among the treasure for Eng 
land is $26,000 Frazer River dust, shipped 
through Freeman & Co's Express. 
The New York papers give copious ex- 
tacts of California and Central American 
papers. The California papers intimate 
that the excitement nbout the Frazor River 
lias abated, but the New York Commer- 
cial thinks they are not impartial witness- 
es. Some perrons, it is stated, lave return- 
ed, heing unable to surmount the difficul- 
ties in the way of getting to the mines, and 
the effect of this has been to discourage 
others from the attempt; and probably to 
justify their luck of courage, they speak 
disparagingly of the value of the mines,— 
Some who have reached the mines also 
write home very unfavorably, and instruct 
their friends to advise no more to come.— 
But this also may spring from interested 
motives, and some suspicion of the kind is 
thrown upon these statements by the fact 
that the writers themselves do not propose 
to return. They say a great many others 
are so disgusted with their ill snecess that 
they are returning; but the declaration is 
a general one, and the purpose does not 
seem to be entertained by themselves. On 
the whole, we incline to think, that the 
yield of the new mines is about as good as 
jus been represented,
